diplomacy in European afraira is to further 
the interests of the sovereign people, of this 


nation. 
T hat is lite only sound starling place for public 
thought and discussion shout the cu rre n t prob­ 
lems of Greece ami Italy, the similar problems in 
Poland and France, and the problems th a t m ust 
be considered sooner or later In every liberated 


European country. 
The American 
people, 
whose 
attitudes and 
aspirations ara supposed to he reflected In the 
foreign policy of their government, are not In­ 
terested in 
taking sides In conflicts 
belweeu 
G reat Britain and Russia, for example, unless 
one of the sides happens to be identical with 
the Interests of the United Slates. We cannot be 
expected to choose between Russian Communism 
aud 
Hritlsh Imperialism as though 
they 
woro 
absolute alternatives. 
Certainly, A m ericans m ust not be asked to 
assum e that the afterm ath of a war in which 
they baya sacrificed ao much life and treasure 
Is to be a settlem ent in which they participate 
only as observers, not as advocates. 
This country, too, has a point of view and a 
way of Ufa to commend to the attention of Euro­ 
pean populations trying to find equitable term s 
for future security and well being. We may% be 
lieve, moreover, on the basis of available evi­ 
dence th at within those populations there is an 
even stronger popular desire to adopt our pat­ 
tern than there ie to adopt the lan te rn of power 
politics tieing offered by better-publicised advo­ 
cates.
